RADIO FREEDOM URGED 


Spain Needs a Public Opinion 
Fresno 
Republican. 


Radio, Secretary Hoov er finds, has been dev elop­ 
ing along sound lines. 
It is flourishing mig htily with 
v ery little reg ulation. 
He believ es that its problems 
will be worked out better in practical ex perience than 
bv arbitrary laws. 
He wants to let broadcasting con- 
« tinue unhampered until g enuine necessity is shown 
for g ov ernmental interference. 
The ideal of those who created our form of g ov ­ 
ernment and dev eloped the country w-as the least 
possible amount of g ov ernment— wiiich is to say , the 
least possible interference with the freedom of the 
indiv idual. 
More interference has been necessary as 
the country becam e more crowded and wealthy and 
citizen’s interests becam e more complex . 
Gov ern­ 
mental control has had to g row along with ev ery ­ 
thing else. 
But there has been a tendency in late 
v ears to leav e too little freedom of action, speech and 
thoug ht. 
It is fortunate that radio, the newest of the arts, 
not only spreads American ideals and binds the 
country tog ether with its new’s and entertainment, 
but in its method of operation liv es up to American 
II tradition. 


EXPORTING PRIVATE OPINION 


There is trouble about the utterances of “ prom­ 
inent Americans” in Europe. 
Priv ate citizens hav e 
been ex pressing themselv es rather freely abroad, 
concerning foreig n debts 
and 
other international 
problems, and thereby hav e caused a nnoy a nce to the 
g ov ernment. 
Foreig n countries ha v e taken such ut­ 
terances as representativ e of g ov ernment opinion in 
the Lnited States. 
That has embarrassed our g ov ­ 
ernment in it« handling of delica te matters. So there 
is talk of leg islativ e restraint to curb these unofficial 
spokesmen. and there are sug g estions that any Amer­ 
ican citizen intending to m a ke an address or speak 
for publication abroad should submit his ideas to the 
1 g ov ernment at W ashing ton first, for approv al. 
It is hard to believ e that either of these ex treme 
measures is necessary . 
Most of the offending citr 
zens ha v e probably offended 
unintentionally . 
It 
should be enoug h to g iv e them a serious warning of 
the trouble they m ake for the g ov ernment. 
It would be unfortunate if any tig ht curb w-ere 
put upon the free speech of Americans either abroad 
or at home. 
The essential thing is for priv ate citizens, 
prominent or otherwise, when ex pressing their opin­ 
ions in other countries, to make it plain that they 
are speaking only for themselv es.

MOBILIZATION DAY 


The g eneral staff of the army wanted to hold a 
Defense Da v mobilization in connection with Armis­ 
tice Day . 
It was a rather natural combination, as 
practical military men saw it. 
But it looked different 
to officia ls and priv ate citizens concerned with sen­ 
timent and diplomacy . 
There was a public protest 
of considerable dimensions. 
“ It is all rig ht to mobilize for national defense.” 
people said, “ but why mobilize on the day w’hen the 
nations laid down their arms? 
That day means 
|| pea ce.” 


The President thoug ht so, too. and according ly 
directed that Nov ember 1 1 should be kept sacred to 
pea ce, and that if Mobilization Day is to be joined 
with any national holiday , it should be celebrated on 
the Fourth of J uly . 
Which seems a quite appropri­ 
ate com bination.

Th e real scientific definition of this 
co nditio n is rather v ag ue. 
It may therefore be de­ 
scribed as a kind of self-poisoning , which occurs in 
th e bo dy wh en certain processes interfere with the 
sy stem ’s g rowth and repair 
(metabolism). 
Dia­ 
betes will cause this condition, also certain acid 
conditions of th e blood. 
Blood condition, partial 
co ma in adv anced sta g es of diabetes, uremic pois­ 
o ning, 
all hav e the sy mptoms of what is usually 
called self-poisoning or autointox ication. 
The real scientific conception of this trouble does 
no t lend itself to any fix ed 
cause, 
definition 
or 
particular treatment. 
There is alway s present, in 
any case where autointox ication may be said to ex ist, 
a lack of ox y g enation. 
If the self-poisoning is due 
to this ag ent, or rather lack of it, one can read­ 
ily av oid it by proper ex ercise and open air in 
most cases.

Mrs. Bell’s report is a part 
of 
her reply to a questionnaire sent 
out from the Santa Barbara recre­ 
ation center, which is frankly for 
the purpose of g athering data on 
which representations are 
to 
he 
made to Gov ernment officia ls 
at 
Washing ton, looking to some reg u­ 
lation 
of 
Mex ican 
immig ration. 
That would inv olv e a lot of other 
thing s, but they need not be con­ 
sidered now7. 
Doubtless a part of 
the 
same 
propag anda, using that word in no 
disag reeable sense, is the 
article 
in the J une 1 issue of the Surv ey , 
“ What of the Bracero?” in which 
it is said that 
California 
social 
workers say Mex icans aré coming 
into California too fast, and these 
fig ures on immig ration from Mex ­ 
ico, rather surprising , w e’ll

It is added, howev er, that Mex i­ 
can immig ration this

perhaps be not more than one-half 
what it was la st y ear, while we 
are wondering if in

these estimates, any account has 
been taken of the thousands 
that 
return to Mex ico annually . For that 
thousands do g o is a well 
estab­ 
lished fact. After recording the ex ­ 
perience of v arious California wel­ 
fare org anizations with the Mex ­ 
ican— Mrs. Bell reports in her ques­ 
tionnaire that 30 per cent of the 
San Bernardino county budg et for 
wélfare work, g oes for work among 
the Mex icans—the writer 
in 
the 
Surv ey paints this picture of him: 
The problem is 
complicated 
by the mig ratory habits of the 
Mex ican. Like a bit of flotsam 
he is sucked 
along 
in 
the 
wake of the 
labor 
demand 
from one part of the State to 
another. The successiv e calls 
of California’s seasonal 
crops 
keep him constantly 
on 
the 
mov e. 
In the spring the rail­ 
road camps may bring him as 
a track laborer. But hearing of 
hig her wag es he drifts to 
the 
sug ar beets, which keep 
him 
busy for two or three months. 
Summer finds him in the San 
J oaquin Valley with the g rapes. 
In September he comes south 
for the w'alnuts and the winter 
may find him picking orang es 
near Los Ang eles, or what is 
more likely , out of a job, and 
with litle money left after his 
pereg rinations. 
Howev er, the Surv ey wrriter con­ 
cedes there is 
another 
side 
to 
the question, and in fairness g iv es 
this: 
Yet so far, 
probably , 
the 
picture has 
been 
too 
dark. 


A cloud may look threatening , 
and at the same time mean in­ 
c r e a s e d 
productiv ity a n d 
wealth. So the Mex ican, with 
all his problems, is 
indispen* 
sible to the economic welfare 
of the Southwest. The manag er 
of a Colorado sug ar company , 
on being 
asked 
what 
they 
would do without Mex ican la­ 
bor, threw up his hands and 
ex claimed: “ We would be out 
of luck. We would 
hav e 
to 
close up our factories and the 
farmers would lose the 
crop. 
We are absolutely 
dependent 
on the Mex ican laborer.” That 
remark is true of almost all 
industry and ag riculture in the 
Southwst. It is in a sta te of 
chronic "dependency ” on 
the 
Mex ican. And what is more: 
with the restriction of Euro­ 
pean immig ration effected by 
the recent immig ration 
law, 
that “ dependency ” is rapidly 
becoming epidemic toward the 
North and East of the United 
States. 
Let it be 
said 
here 
that 
there is no doubt as to the ul­ 
timate ability of the Mex ican 
to become a g ood citizen. Pay 
him a liv ing and stable 
wag e 
which will enable him to raise 
his family to 
the 
American 
standard, 
and 
put 
him 
in 
an 
American c o m m u n i t y 
which opens its schools 
and 
other friendly ag encies to him, 
and he soon surprises and si­ 
lences his detractors. 
As a g ainst this possible mov e of 
the social welfare a g encies 
and 
workers to limit Mex ican immig ra­ 
tion, chamber of commerce 
dele­ 
g ates recently assembled at Doug ­ 
las, Ariz., declared them selv es in 
fav or of remov ing both the v ise 
fee of $10.00, and the head tax of 
$8 .00 now imposed on 
Mex icans 
coming across the 
international 
boundary . 
So the conditions are 
here for the conflict to be join­ 
ed. As the Surv ey say s, “ the ques­ 
tion of Mex ican immig ration is al­ 
ready of outstanding 
importance 
to the Southwest, and of increa s­ 
ing interest to the rest 
of 
the 
country .”
